| PASTOR RUSSELL'S 


WEEKLY SERMON. |

the beginning of each year. 
The Bible and Evolution ( 

Evolution claims that man started 
as a cousin to the monkey, and that 
instead of falling into sin and death, 
an evolution process had been bring- 
ing him up, up, up to his present high 
elevation. This t . having no 
place for sin or a fall, finds, of course, 
no place or need for recovery, 
through a Redeemer, a* Savior. The’ 
two theories are absolutely opposed, 
Whoever believes the Darwinian the- 
ory cannot, logically, be a Christiay.

Today every college, every theolog- 
ical seminary throughout the whole 
civilized world, is teaching what is 
commonly known as Higher Criticism 
of the Bible—though the proper 
name for it would be. higher infi- 
delity—infidelity amongst the high 
ones of all Christendom.
